It is only now lieconiiiig generally 
known th.'it one of the most attractive 
and interest ing exhibits has been, 
thrinigh wliat appears to have been nii 
oversight, partially obscured from pith- 
lic view. This is the exhibit from the 
four districts of AMctoria. Salt Spring 
Island, Agnssiz nnd^Cowichan. Far- 
murs in these rlistricts' 'made a most 
laudable efTort, by sending forward four 
displays of grain, fruit, vegetables an.l 
roots, showiuK the competitive spirit in 
a marked deBree. The only available 
space that could be found to accommo- 
date them, bowe%'er, -was In an alcove 
east of the refreshment room, to wnven 
access could onl.v be had through a sort 
of passagewn.v between the refreshment 
and the agricultural machinery building. 
Owing to its obscurity tliousaiiils of 
people thus jiassed the exhibit by not 
knowing it was there. Nevertlu'les-s the 
exiiiliits wore worthy of a.s much, if not 
more, notice than aii.v in the exhibition. 
Their merits were considered .v<'sterday, 
those acting in the capacity of judges 
being: Orasse.s ntiil grains. fii'Id roots 
and vegetables. iM. Baker and Alexander 
Caniphell: fruits, 'B. (1. Stoddard, T. (1. 
Karl, of Lytton: dairying, J'l C Wells; 
arraiigenieiit and dispm.t, \V. II. Weary 
and Mrs. W. Palmer. By the figures in 
aiKithi'r jKirtiiiii of today's reiiort it will 
be s.'oii that Victoria district secured the 
highest iinniber of jioints and carried 
off the fitst prize. This district had the 
ailvniitnge becaiiso tlie exhibit contain- 
ed several classiti which the other ex- 
hibits lacked, (<nch as liiims and bacon, 
hops, fresh lettuce, wine, vinegar and 
pickle.a. Agnssiz was the most artistical- 
ly arranged uxliibit, hut lacked in many 
i&sential points. For instance, of tiuc- 



ter, which should fonu a very prominent 
part of the exhibit, only two small lots 
were in evidence. In the matter of ar- 
rangement and disphiy. however, tlv.it 
iroiii Agassiz was an object lesson to the 
(itlier exhibitors. If Agassiz had had as 
complete ;i display as Victoria, they 
would easily have won the 'first place; 
as it was, tiiey came out third. The 
Agassiz (lisiilay of grain was liinife.I to 
samiiles in bottles, that from Victoria and 
the Island.s being much superior. The 
last named exhibit was xiarticularly 
strmig in fruit, scoring higher than any 
other district. The display of butter from 
the Islands was also very fine. The Is- 
lands secured the second and Cowichan 
fourth, or last prize.

Old Hags That Cause Terror to 
Superstitious Moith 
Carollnans. 



To speak ot . -witchcnift in this 
tweutiotli contiiry seems a iiuii;,'lin^' of 
irrecoiicilablu tonus. Yet to-il;iy in tho 
.mouutaiua of North Carolina thoro is a 
tlistriet peopled exclusively by native 
Aiuei'ieans •\vhieh is as witeh-riddon as 
was New England beioro the tjnleni 
lian,i;ins.-<. I'liero aged lia^'s, who have 
I'osti'i-ed for themselves a repute of mys- 
tery land teri-or, hold entire commnnities 
iu subjection, weavinj; spells and charms, 
bliirhting with the evil eye and com- 
liouudin!; potions of strauKO ingredients. 

■'J'he best known of those is called Olil 
Nance — but only in whispers, and it is 
by no means cL'rtain to the countryside 
tiiat she does not hear the whisix'rs, so 
lucist people ]u-ef('r tlie safe side and 
rel'er to her as ^[otl)eI• Nance. Five 
thousand feet hit;h in the numntains of 
. .Miiciin county, amoni; the roosts of the 
lonl ihnzzards, her cabin clings to a wind- 
beaten led.ue of rocU, uverhanjrinj,' an 
abyss. No road leads thither. 

.\rter considerable effort tho writei- 
founil a youn;,' woodsman who ^iijii'i'd 
to .iccompauy him on the road to Old 
Nance's, but after some six miles of the 
lUirdest kind ot trampini;, from the near- 
est i)oint of the roadway, the youth lost 
his couraj,'e and refused to >,"o any fur- 
ther.

At the siglit of n strjui;rer's footstc'iis 
slip whirlod around with ti swiftni'ss

spoke in so crackod an accent and l>ar- 
liarons a dialect that it wiaa hard to 
luiike out her meaning:

TOniiy tales of the_ witch, some 
of which wore so specificall.v corroborat- 
od by "witnosses to the fact that it was 
(VilTlcult not to believe them, and iniixis- 
siblc to believe tliat the natives had imy- 
thing hut the fullest faith in them. Here 
is one: 

A womiim had a dauyliter who w:is 
in love with a South Carolina yontii 
whom tho mother hatod beciinse he 
camo from another st;ite — a quite siilli- 
cieiit reason in tliiit region. As the girl 
threatened to elcMv\ the rnotliet' too"; 
Jier to Old Nance, Now. feu- sonn' 
reason possibl.v connei ted with iin evi' 
or unfoitirnnfe past, the witch hates aP 
marriages, and will do an.vlliim.' to 
thwart one, ]?y her onlers tlie trein- 
Miiig girl was left with her. The witi-li, 
acroriiing to the story told nfterwnrd 
li.v the girl, scraiied a turuiii. wliic'i she 
gave to the girl to eat. Hardly h:id 
the girl tasted it when her nose began 
to pain her, and soon it had grown fur 
around her nock, almost to her e:ir. 
She was taken liniiie. and mtw conii's 
tlie strange juirt, for there are scuri's of 
jieople in the town who are re:i(|y to 
swear tlial; the.v saw the liideous'y dis- 
tortiMl orgiin. Her lover deserti'd her. 
■lietwecii (lisi.'iist, riilicule and horror. 
■Ag'aiii s!ie was taken to the wili-!i. and 
this time at.' williiig-ly of the scr:ip'''l 
Inriiip, u-hereii|iou her nri<i- returned l.i 
its iioriiiiil shape <ind position, P.ut the 
Avit(di warned her that if she ever trii-d 
to marry, tho same mishap would befall 
li"r again, 

Siiniltirlv well authent icnied is tlie 
case ol" Carr Mcf'onlle's bull. (In tlii' 
<)iM-isio!i of cine of the v.'ilch's rare visit-; 
to the town, tlic bull undei-took to chns"' 
lier, iSlie turned upon tho iiuiiiKil and 
looked it in the eye with so tierce m 
glare that it turned tail. Tliat night it 
\^'ent mad and rushed hellowiii'.,' almut 
liie pa.sture. plnngiiig into rocks and 
bii^'h 's, until it linally wcdgeil iNrdf so 
lightly between two trees that tlie ut- 
most elTorts of McCordle i.'ind his frienils 
to gel it <iut were unavailing. Wliat is 
Tirore. its bones are still there iK-tween 
the two trees. Nobody has dared to 
touch them. 

lOven more drendful than Old N'lince 
is the nameless witcdi of Uoan Moun- 
tain. 'Specific instaiuos of her jiower 
are Tiot so plentiful, but there hangs 
pbout her more of th(> terror of mystery, 
AVhnt her name originally wiuj is either 
forgotten or forbidden. iRhe is known 
otdy «s "the Witch," or "the Witch of 
lloan Mountain," For many miles 
around it is believed that the iiieetiivn 
of her hrincs th'> stionker Jn peril of 
doatih by flooil. landslide ami liirlitiiing. 
her ivUies Iu nn unholy .pact. Old ninn 
■Growse, who lives a few miles from tho 
cave where she' Stiends her stunniers, 
oneo remarked niril.v, under the influ- 
ence of nmonshine wliiskey, that ln' 
didn't take any stock in the witch, and 
"didn't darn kenr whut she could do, 
f'nn.vwa.vs." Thonsh the matter couhl 
linvo come to Iwr oars through no 
•hiimmi njrenoy, wifchi-n nn hour she 
"witched him clean crazy" with a spell 
tlunrt lasted for seven years. For days 
nt a time ho would bo speechless; then, 
nffnin, sunk In melancholy, chnnging to 
violent mania, when he would rush 
forth into the stormy niBlit, running 
until 'he fell from exhnustJon.

Otaen ithe people lly to the wood.s and 
mountains, for tlien she is lilletl with all 
purposes of evil, and will blast with 
madness or ilcroriiiitv anv on whom she 
sets eves. Her advent on A Jf^iday last 
summer turiiod a picnic mto a rout, 
even the horses, it is said, stampedc<l. 

l!iit tho mountaineers are mot left en- 
tirely defenceless to the wilcs of the 
witcdios. 'ilicre lives among them a 
witcli doctor,- an oldr - k«on-orcd> hent 
man, who for a consideration will re- 
move lany curso that a witch may <-.".st. 
First he must catch his'intch. a teat 
which necess-itatcs hi.s traveling Ion;; 
distances afoot, for most of the hags 
liv<< in the most inaccessible places they 
can lind. l^v si>ells ot bis own he do- 
fL'jids hunsidr from the hlack art of the 
witch, while ho draws her picture on a 
paper pad, which tlie always takes with 
him.

Shortly 
after lie was called ujion to remove a 
spell cast by this witch, aiid proiluced 
the photograph, to tho great marvel of 
all those lu-esent who had gathered to 
s^'e the shootiiii:. His shot crinnpled 
the counterfeit iireseutment up. strikini: 
fairly in the niidillo. On the followinu' 
d^iy some berry-|dckers found the witch 
lying dead outside her <-abiii.

'I'he riiiladelpliia Kecord lakes a view 
of ihe (..'anadiaii ci-nsus returns wliicli 
tdiiiiild (omuieud ilscit to all wiio really 
wish lu know whether their eoiiiitry is 
milking progn-ss or not. Too much stress 
i.s laid upon the returns of census eiiii- 
muruturs, hecausL' those are statist us 
that tho general public look for iiad 
think they uuderstuiid. The statement 
of iiopulaiiou aa b'iveii by census is too 
often taken, by those who do not os- 
PHcially study such matters, as tho sol'; 
uiea.suro ot a country's progress, where- 
Hs it is but one, and that the least 
infallible. 

Tho Uecord says: "The Cjinadians nre 
getting a kind of dolorous comfort out 
of the showing that sovon ot ttiu Unitc'd 
Stato.s are increasing iu popul.itioii at 
an OTon alower rate than the Canadian 
proviuciv). The fact is that too much 
MtreBS Jiad been laid upon the forward 
or backward movement of popiibition. 
Mou aiul women go and come with 
lnwlo.ss freedom and iudirei'tiiui; but tho 
rapid increase iu tho wealth and in the 
industrial development of Caiiida re- 
mains an iudi.sputable fact. The per 
capita distribution of resoui\-'Js and 
prosperity is most satisfying " 

Let it be remombered that (^'in nla 
during hor short hisK^r.v as a uuiteil 
Dominion has annexed no already popu- 
lous nations or colonies which had lieid 
other allegiance, as tho United Stales 
has; (that population is such a ii.oveahle 
quantity that it is difllcult to obtain u 
very aecurato count nt tho best ot times. 
Tho imlicntions have been after every 
consu-s that the population was larger 
than the olllcial returns gave. This is 
not only true of Canada, bat of the 
Unitisl States. The census of 1.^110 in 
the luljoiniiig Ilepuldic was assaileil as 
being a ridiculous under staieninit of 
the population. In every instance wlirre 
the ligures were tested the char.ge ^* as 
fiuind apparently well founded. The 
Ijite^L' census, owing to the attacks nf 
1S;)I), was probably far more eareful'y 
taken, ami doubtless much of the gre:it 
increase .shown was i:i ininies which. 
Were not ineviously counted. However, 
this may be. the other returns, which 
•rre recognized as invariably acciirato. 
show sucli great gains iu llu' iudustrinl 
and commercial progress of the conr.try 
th.it no one in the United ,S.1;ites caroK 
very much how the census lignres wire 
arrived at.

Sirir^'IlECKED FOUK TIMKS. 

Bayoneted in Battle, Hit by a Train 
aud Yet I^ivus. 

From Toronto World. 

Mr. J. Consin.s, the oiic-arined news 
agent, who has a little woo<leii stand 
at the corner ot tjueeii street and Spad- 
iiia avenue, was let out ot tho Western 
hospital oil Monday morning. Dr. llay 
attended to .sumo injuries to his heail, 
and also dressed his other injuries be- 
fore he was ailmitted to the hospital. 

llr. Cousins has had (piite an eventful 
career. Four times shipw reckisl, once 
bayoliettMi in battle, once strui'k by a 
lr;iiii, losing an eye, part of his skull, 
an arm and shoulilerblade; four times 
having his ribs broken, oiu-o breaking 
nis right ankle, and once breaking his 
left leg, are accidents that every man 
does not survive; yet Mr. Cousins has 
lived to see all these, and sell papers 
at the corner ot Queen street and 
Spadiiia avenue. 

It is thirty-one year."! since Mr. Cons- 
ins was a ship carpenter on the St, 
(ieorgo, whiidi sailed upon tho Mediter- 
ranean, and cjilled nt all tho islands 
visited hy St. Paul, in his travels. 

Ijcaving the 'MediterraTiean, !Mr. Cous- 
ins went ns carpenter on a Prussian 
boat named Stad Ederick See. She was 
dismaste<l in the Bay of iBiscay, and for 
several diiys was tosstd about by tho 
.■storm. Then he left on the first trip 
of tho (Ganges from Newcastle, and was 
wrecked on 'HayborouKh Sands. Tlio 
crow were taken ott hy lifeboat, nnd the 
ship repaired. CoininK down tho Tlinines 
she ran into n .s,chooner, and sank it, 
and then proceBdud to the Bay of Bis- 
cay, where she shii;ped a sea. lost hor 
bulwarks, and her masts and rigging 
were carried array. 

Coining to America he was sailing be- 
tween .New Orleans and Boston, and, 
when in Boston Bay, the ship ran 
.Hslioru and was broken iu two on the 
rocks. All got off in boats. Then he 
went back to England, and, as his ship 
was entering Liverpool harbor, the an- 
(dior, which was lyirig on the side of the 
boat, hit airuinst the pier and stove in 
the .«ide of the ship, so that .she sank, 
.ind the grnin in her Iiohl wa.s ruine<l. 

I'roTii Knghind Cousins wont to 
.Vnierica, and enlistid with the Con- 
fediTHte iirniy .it Charleston, for four 
iiiontlis, expecting that ait the end of 
that lime the war would le! over, or 
Ih'it Mngland would interfere. Con- 
scription was enforced, however, and 
he was n.»t permit I' d to leave the army. 
Whilst at Charleston, with a force of 
T.'iO men, his del achinent \vas sunirised 
by a force of 1(),()(1() of the enemy. It 
was here Mr, Cousins was run through 
the 'left side by a bayonet, which laiil 
him nj) for si.v weidcs in the hospital. 
He, however, hiippeneil to get to the 
river, and swam across, despite his in- 
juries. 

In l.'^TO Mr. Cousins ciinie to ('an- 
:i(hi, where he wurki d as a c;iri)enter 
in the ynrils of the (I. T, I!, Here 
he was knocked ilowu by a train, had 
his left arm taken olT aud his left eye, 
the b:ick ot the lii'iid and shoulder- 
blade badly hurt. Al the liosiiital. Or, 
Bi'rryiiniii, Dr. Odder, Dr, Uicliarilson, 
Dr, Ceihie, Dr. Cassidy, Dr, CannifT, 
Dr, Tliorliiirii and Dr. J.e/.arre all s;ii(l 
he could not live an hour. One ot the 
diM-tors said it v.'ould be n blessing to 
give him somethiii',' so that he might 
die easy: hut Dr. CaiiiiiiT said it -ivould 
be a ^t'liii (in modern s\ir::ie;il si'ieiiee 
t(i :i|low a man to die without every 
method being used to save lii:ii, and, 
tiirnim; to Dr. Odder, who ;issured him 
that ."\!r. Cousins couldn't live, the eiiia- 
ciated man replie<l: " I shall yet live 
to pii-k the bones of the goose that feeds 
on your grave!" 'Most of the doctors 
who iierformed the operation are now 
departed, including Dr, Odder, who 
made the dislie;irteiiing remark. 

Twenty-seven yeurs ago, after par- 
tiiill.v recoverins from this accident. 
Cousins was sent to Lucan to watch a 
crossing ot the G. T. IX. there. Hero

Here 
he was kiioid;ed down by a street car 
and had his left leg broken, 'I'liis laid 
him up for si.\ months in the hos]iil;il, 
lie came out last .March, and met with 
110 further accidents until Saturday 
last, when again a street car .struck 
him nnd broke two of his ribs.

I'lRts 
about tliu enemies the tishtji-nien liave to 
coutenil with ut .se;i, the foUowhiK lieiii^' 
A portion of the artiele: 

All old lisiierineii in the West of IZu;:- 
limd iiro aware of the fact that near the 
tihore at the I'litrauee of tlie KiisHsh 
Ohaniiel, from time immemorial ilowu to 
within living' memory, lluke w;*.s one of 
tho most pli'ntirul liooh-lis-li in these 
seas, and that often one of ten iHHinds 
weight was sold for a penny. I'erson- 
Jilly I 'have seen IhousamU change hands 
at this ligiiix". Hut hy os-er-fishing and 
paying no attention to the spawning, the 
•channel has heeii ilenuded of those valu- 
^il)le crcatnres, for it Is rare now to see 
hake i-aaght by Iiand-line in the bays 
or elsewhere llio year through. And 
unfortunately the I'ielu'd Dog SharU 
Ki!ei;is lo have taken its ])lare, to the 
injury and depletion of other lisheries. 
lJut no effort has been made by these 
(luthorities to agahi introdui'e the one or 
destroy the other. 

In recent years these .sharks, though 
Ihey are only from three to four feet 
long, have become the most violeut of 
llu' whole fa]nily. They Dflc-n range 
through our seas in vast bodies I'ousist- 
irig of uiillious. They seldom .swim in 
<-om,i)aet shoals like pilchards or her- 
rings, altliough there have been iu- 
Ktanci's known i>f their doing so, but 
they geuiM-ally scatter tlu'inselves over 
file sea, just in sight or each otlhT, in 
i-;earrli of prey. ^^■lleu this is loiind 
Ihey iiuickly congregate around it in 
Ihousauds, ;uul woe bi'tide the objcrt ol' 
their attack. It is nothing uncommon 
in the winter months, when lisliiiig boats 
are eng.iged in tile iiilcliaril fishery ne,ir 
<he entrance of tlie I'higlish Channel, 
und .some a).(MM) iiilcliard are fairly 
lucslied in a lioat'.s net, for these liungry 
ItoimdH to rush on them, and befori! the 
ftshenn.Tn can secure a thousand of 
them, for the remainder to be eaten or 
destroyed, and the net bitten and torn 
to pieces by this savage host. At such 
timea our tisheruicn declare that this is 
the uiost imposing and terriflo sigrht of 
savaKG lite imaginable, friie boat's light 
IS ahvajTs a strong one, enabling the 
tishernian to see easily how to take tho 
llsh out of his net This tlirowa its 
light CD the sen jnany fathoms around 
the boat. "When this attack of tlio dogs 
occurs, tliey often .surround 'her in such 
mias-ses that they will force each other 
.-.ngainst tlie side of tho boat and on the 
rnots; and so. olo.soly arc they often 
•packed that there is no room "on tho 

■ Riirfaco of the water for nnj-thing but 
-Their head.<<, so that on looking into the 

■ sra tlie most prominent oliject.s are their 
■wild, glaring, scintilhiting e.ves. And 

-when llieir opportunity comes in this 
dreadful carousal, rather than lot go 
Tthi-ir tirst gri]) of the lisli, much agjiinst 

■ tlie lisherman's will, huinlreds and some- 
timos thousands are hauled on board the 

lljoat with thi> nets. 

In fact, such a nuisance are those dogs 
lioeoniing to our lisheries that the worst 
ri>sults are :i ntiiupated. .More than once 
.i^oy have driven whole lleets of ifi.<ihing 
IiboTlts off the sea with the loss of most 
-ofHieir nets; bui up lo this date this has 
fortunately never happcuied two years in 
•suece.ssion. If thi.-j should oecair it would 
'ibe most disastrous to the fisherman, for 
it would he impossible for any of the 
" VVe.'niTn fisheries to su.^nnin the loss of 
-:i tiect of nets every season. I am sorry 
tJo say these .sharks are following Ui'e 
■coasts much too ipiic-lily. In the early 
inonths of ilie iireseut year vast nuni- 
Ix^rs of tliivse creatures took up their po- 
sition near the entrance <if the Knglish 
<'hannel between the Kddystone liglit- 
liou.se and the hizanl. The small hook- 
ers in this district cannot venture above, 
iivii miles from tho laml withotit en- [ 
■comitering them in .masses, and in a 
short time have to leave the uei:,'li!ior- j 
hood with .'ill their hooks bitten off. Atj 
■the same time several riymouth trawl- I 
ers attempted to Irawl on the sole 
grounds some ten miles to the south- I 
east of ihe Di-aduiau he.ailland, <'<irn- 1 
iv.lll, when their trawls becn.me so lilU'd ' 
with the-^e sliark-: tluit, although aided 
by ste:iin power, tliey could 
tliem on lioard, and they Imd id j,'(-t their 
bouts out ••iiiil cut away the b.-iir which 
lield llieiu. Again the ileep-scii liners, 
ilreailing • <-imlacl wilh these violent 
characters, sailed si}!ne thirty mill's 
Hduili of the Derolmau Ile.-.dland, hoping 
Iiy this effort to get outside of tliis vast 
■shoal; but it was usidess, for here, too, 
Were ilijj di-eadcd do-s. .\ot wit list aiiil- 
iuK these wretched doings, our authori- 
ties iiui(-tly look on without .-i blinki It 
is trui' that on approaching tiiese s.'iva,L;e 
beasts some <li llicult ies ;uM>sent tlieni- 
i,elves, but 1 think tliat coubl liavr. l».eii 
■easily ovi^rcome. Their jiower of smell 
is souic-tliing extraordinary, and this 
t^eusc could be utili^/.ed iti leadim; them 
to destruction. l.oidiitiL,' forwaid, it 
seems eviilent that our natioiuil life and 
fxistonce will have lo be looked after in 
the future more tlian it has been in tlu> 
past. Hence, in connection with our 
iionie squadron, I woulil recommend the 
organizing of a fishery branch, consist- 
ing of a few small steamers of the gun- 
lM>at class. The lishormen ponnei ted 
M'ith the N.:ival Keservc could well iissi-.t 
here. These .thould be eijuipped with a 
few .Vnierii-an machines for grinding' 
jnackerel-balt (pilchaiils -ivould suit this 
imrixise Weill. At conrcuient rimes 
these steamers could Iw anchored mi 
parts of the coasts wlicrc these sliarks 
2irc known to he abundant, and this 
pilchard dust distrihuted from the ships, 
which now would be the centre 
around which all the shark.>? of the 
■neighborhood would revolve. I am cer- 
tain that on some occasions in ii few 
injurs millions of these beiusts would 
sitrround them, w4ien with care a few 
pounds of dynamite would do its deadly 
work. The citra cost to the nation 
would lie but a trifle, nnd the men 
would be taking new le.sson.s in dealing 
out death and destruction to Britain's 
■«>neniies, and would always lie ready for 
•every other emergency. Possibly not 
.SI shade of these ideas ever cros.sed the 
minds of these li'gislntor.s, but the de;ith 
■of theig sharks is a'luoiig tho wants of 
our fisheries. 

lUien there are the haddocks. 'Hiese 
were plentiful off the cousrs of Devon 
sind 'Cornwall up to forty years ago, but, 
like the hake, t.hrough over-lishiug and 
want of an authority to look after their 
spawning, the race seems to have be<"ii 
first deiileted and then destroyed. They 
wore a source of considemble inw)nu> to 
our iflshomicn in these olden times, being 
so large and in such fine condition. 
Then it was nobbing uncommon to s.^e 
haddocks ten pounds weight or mor". 
Now a sight of any kind of hnddnck in 
Vwelv months is rare, in our iwaters. 
l?iit off the coisi of the North of Eng- 
land and ScollamI Ihey are sti'.l plentilu! 
nnd, I am led to believe, spawn regu- 
larly in tho spring of the year. Fi'im 
tliis source it wouM seem one of the 
easiest thiu^'s iiossihle to again re-stock 
thi>se ■western waters wi.tih haddock, 
uitlier by hatching out tho eggs :ind 
turning the result into tho.se seas, as the 
Americans did with the elmds on their 
const, or Iiy hiring ;\ vessel with ;i wi'll 
in her, tind brini,'iii.g down, s:iy, one 
liunilred p,nrent lishi's just befori> spawn- 
ing time and turning them into the se.i, 
letting them, of tliqlr own accord, ; n 
through the process of pit)crfatiou in 
llmse western w/ifers.

Then there are tUo whales in tlieir 
many varieties, all of ■wSlcTi; are destruc- 
tive to the lisheries. .The. largest wo 
have about our coasts is the rorqual, 
which varies from 50 to 80 feet in 
length. Off the Cornish coast I have 
.seen as many us twenty of these mon- 
sters at one time feeding on pilchards. 
I once bought one of these creatures; it 
was G8 feet long; its jaw-bones 
stretched Ifi feet, and Ir 0Btimate<l that 
a 'fair mouthful for it was about 20,000 
liilcliards, such as were found in abuud- 
apce in its stonnieh. 

But the most bold .nnd aggressive of 
all the species is the poriKiise. They 
!ire continually visiting every part of tho 
i ii.ist. I once s;iw aiiont ••! thousand of 
thcs;' harpies in one shoal, liunling 
along the shores, and tJie death they 
meted out to lisli-life there must have 
bei'U somethiu;,' enormotis, as they prey 
upon soles, salmon, surmuhas, sea- 
bn'am, iioUock, pilchards. Avhitiiigs. con- 
ger, herring anil especially mackerel; 
and sever;'.! of these varieties were plen- 
tiful at the timi'. In their limiting ex- 
peditions there is a kind of rough order 
with t'lieiu in ai'complishing their pur- 
pose. They never move iu a <'imipact 
form like some of the lislies, but gener- 
ally keep within sight or smell of each 
other, having wings exlended right and 
liM't, which are always ahead of tlie rush- 
ing troo]). ^^'heu these leaders iibserve 
a shoal of fish tliey will instantly d.-irt 
in front of it and turn it back upon th 
tnaiii bo.

BOMBSTIO SCIENCE. . 

What Ontario is Doing to Introdiico It 
iu Schools. 

From Toronto Star. 

The many visits, jpaid by the friends 
of domestic science to the Minister of 
Kducation have resulted in a way that 
cannot fail to give sotiafoction to tho 
eaTnt>st Canadian workers. It is ueoes- 
sary to bring the merits of domestic 
scieneo and arts before the public 
generally and intelligen'tly, nnd In or- 
der to do this yir. Hnrcourt has planned 
a niethod by means of which he hopes 
to spreail practical i<leas ia the localities 
in which the school hoards are contem- 
plating tlie introduction of these sub- 
jects. 

Mr. riarcourt says he hopes to be 
able to send an experienced Indy 
teacher of these Hubjeets to those lo- 
cnlities. Tlu' lady who is i^eiit wcnild 
during, say, a whole week, give prncj- 
cal deiminst rations of the lessons onli.'i- 
arily given in domestic f:eietiee iind art 
schools. In other \\ords, she wouhl iu 
the presence of a class, and probably 
their jiareiits, give a practical ht^soii in 
co,)kii;g at one time and in some branch 
"T sewing at another time. 

It is thought that the result will be 
the introduction of! these subjects into 
<uir most im;()rtant schools iu tho ueiir 
f 11 lure. 

Shmild any school board intimnto to 
the (lepartiuent its desuu to have n 
course of lectUTPfl (riven in this way at 
the expense of tho denartment. a demon- 
strator or lecturer will be instructed to 
undertake the work. Tho expenses 
would bo mainly borne by the dejmrt.- 
ment; that pnrt incideiitnl to the giving 

r the lessons or lectures in the various 
localities would be a mere trille. In a 
larire town in wliiidi there would be sev- 

ral ward schoids, tin- lecturer might 
spend 11 whole week; in smnller towns 
two or tbii'e days niiy-ht snlliec.
